I have personally known Dr. Leonard Raymond Collier for over forty years, both 
professionally and socially and consider him one of my closest friends. Dr. Collier is a 
pillar of not only the Winn Parish community but also much of central Louisiana. He is 
known as a fine surgeon, a good family man, and one of the most giving individuals 
around. There is not a school, nursing home, or charitable organization in the community 
that he has not aided in some way. Much of his professional medical work is done free of 
charge as well. He is a most dedicated physician. 

Since serving his debt to society, Dr. Collier has continued to perform several hundred 
surgeries a year, see hundreds of patients per week, and serve his community in any way 
he can.

I strongly recommend that Dr. Collier receive a presidential 
pardon.
